Minutes  of  the  NEWS  Annual  Meeting 

Sunday,  March  19,1995 

Demers  Restaurant,  Dedham,  Ma. 

President  Ted  Minchin  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  11:15  a.m.  and  welcomed 
the  members. 

The  minutes  of  the  1994  meeting,  prepared  by  Marilyn  Swift,  were  read  by  new 
Recording  Secretary,  Becky  Haletky,  and  were  accepted  with  one  addition.  Loring 
Coleman  suggested  that  we  pay  tribute  to  Nancy  Howell  for  her  outstanding  term 
as  President. 

Ted  Minchin  openned  the  meeting  with  a statement.  The  Board  of  Directors  has 
been  working  hard  to  streamline  the  job  of  puting  on  exhibitions,  and  to 
lighten  the  workload  of  everyone  involved.  The  position  of  Coordinator  has  been 
created  for  the  various  aspects  of  shows;  i.e.  hanging,  judges,  reception  etc. 
These  coordinators  will  keep  records  in  a white  book  that  will  be  passed  on  as 
the  job  changes  hands.  This  method  gets  more  people  involved  by  spreading  the 
responsibi 1 i t ies. 

Ted  passed  out  a list  of  the  present  Coordinators,  and  circulated  a list  for 
members  to  sign  up  for  any  job  that  may  interest  them 

Ted  also  spoke  of  the  necessity  to  change  the  Guild  Show  to  a juried  members' 
show.  We  have  to  improve  the  quality  and  raise  the  standards  of  that  show, 
keeping  in  mind  the  space  limitations. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  was  given  by  Joan  Griswald.  At  the  end  of  1994  our  bank 
balance  was  $18,700.  Despite  putting  on  three  expensive  shows  we  have  made  a 
little  money  and  we  are  up  by  about  $1000.  Joan  explained  to  the  membership 
just  how  expensive  the  shows  are  to  put  on  and  where  the  dues  money  goes  to. 

The  North  American  Open  costs  $12,000,  $5,000  of  that  for  awards  alone.  Mailing 
invitations  can  cost  as  much  as  $900.  The  good  news  is  that  the  Concord  Show 
sold  three  paintings,  average  price  $2300,  and  the  Guild  Show  sold  six 
paintings.  Someone  asked  if  our  non-profit  status  would  be  endangered  by  such 
a large  bank  balance,  and  the  answer  was  no. 

Ted  introduced  the  Board  Members  that  were  in  the  audience,  and  announced  the 
new  officers.  Andrew  Kusmin  is  the  new  Second  Vice-president.  Becky  Haletky  is 
the  new  Recording  Secretary  and  Sharon  McCartney,  John  Krenik  and  Paul 
Baldassini  are  new  Board  Members. 

We  have  eight  new  members  as  a result  of  having  been  accepted  in  three  juried 
shows.  Three  of  them,  Joan  McPherson,  Judy  Harmon,  and  Jan  is  Theodore  were 
present  and  told  us  a little  bit  about  themselves. 

It  was  announced  that  Peter  Spataro  and  Ruth  Winn  were  accepted  into  this  years 
American  Watercolor  Society  Show.  Congratulations  to  them! 

The  Rockport  Members  Show  was  reported  on  by  Chairperson  Marilyn  Swift.  The 
show  ran  from  Feb.  12  to  Mar,  14,  and  displayed  67  watercolors.  The  reception 
was  well  attended,  and  the  local  press  good.  Peter  Spataro  was  awarded  the 
Popular  Prize,  and  John  Terelak  judged  for  four  awards.  Marilyn  wished  to  thank 
Joanne  Hatch  for  helping  to  hang  the  show,  and  the  other  coordinators  for  their 
help  as  well.

In  Attendance:  Tom  Rebek,  Andrew  Kusmin,  Joan  Griswold,  Marc t 
McManus,  Gracia  Dayton,  Nancy  Howell,  Mary  Callahan,  Ginny  Avery, 
Ted  Minchin,  Sharon  Wooding,  Lila  Mehlman,  Anne  Stiles,  Carolyn 
Latanision,  Loring  Coleman  and  Dottie  Weiner. 

The  minutes  of  the  Nov.  20,  1996  meeting  were  read  by  Mary 
Callahan  and  accepted. 

The  Treasurers  Report  was  read  by  Joan  Griswold.  She  gave  the 
1996  Annual  Report  which  showed  a net  loss  of  $7000  this  year. 

We  are  losing  money  on  shows  each  year  because  of  the  lack  of 
sales,  and  the  high  costs  of  mailing  and  printing.  We  discussed 
ways  to  raise  funds.  Andy  Kusmin  volunteered  to  assist  Awards 
Chairman,  Lila  Mehlman,  in  the  effort  to  find  contributers . 

Most  of  the  Board  Members  signed  up  to  approach  at  least  one 
business  for  a donation. 

The  1997  Annual  Meeting  will  take  place  on  March  16  at  the  Best 
Western  TLC  in  Waltham.  The  cast  will  be  $20.00  if  paid  in 
advance  or  $25  at  the  door.  The  speaker  will  be  Chris  Long 
from  D'Havilland  Gallery,  who  will  talk  about  how  to  promote 
your  art.  His  fee  is  $250.00. 

We  discussed  the  Guidelines  for  NEWS  Regional  Small  Group  Shows. 
Ted  Minchin  voiced  his  concern  about  the  break  up  of  the  group 
with  these  small  shows.  Andy  motioned,  and  we  voted,  that  as 
a group  we  are  approving  the  two  shows  already  planned  as  trial 
runs,  to  see  if  this  is  a good  policy.  We  are  not  setting  a 
precedent . 

The  second  of  these  small  shows  will  take  place  at  the  Southern 
VT  Art  Center  in  Manchester  VT  in  June,  1997.  Ten  to  fifteen 
members  from  that  area  will  be  exhibiting,  and  Cathy  Chin  is 
chairing  the  event.  The  first  show  has  been  scheduled  in 
Provincetown . 

Nancy  Howell  reported  on  the  up-coming  RI  Show.  She  is  looking 
for  volunteers  from  the  RI  area. 

Ginny  Avery  reported  on  the  December  1997  Open  Members  Show 
to  be  held  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank.  Her  committee  will 
meet  on  January  29.  Award  ribbons  or  possibly  merchandise 
certificates  will  be  given. 

For  the  1998  North  American  Open  Show,  Miles  Batt  was  suggested 
as  a prospective  Juror. 

Tom  contacted  the  Concord  Art  Association  about  reducing  their 
fees  since  our  costs  are  too  great  when  showing  there. 

Ted  wanted  to  go  on  record  as  opposing  the  $10.00  increase  in 
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membership  fees.  He  suggested  extending  the  membership  beyond 
the  New  England  area,  as  a means  of  increasing  revenue.  He  also 
thought  we  should  encourage  the  use  of  NEWS  after  the  signature 
on  paintings  - an  added  incentive  to  belong  to  the  group.

Wednesday,  February  12,  1997 


Tom  Rebek  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  since  Becky  Haletky  couldn’t  be 
present,  Marcie  McManus  read  the  minutes  from  the  previous  meeting  of  January  1 4th  ► 

Joan  Griswold  gave  the  treasurer’s  report:  We  have  a balance  of  $19,054  in  the 
treasury.  She’s  waiting  for  more  dues  money. 

There  were  four  sales  from  the  Guild  Show  totaling  $5400.  N.E.W.S.’s 
commission  on  these  sales  was  $1200.  The  loss  for  the  Guild  show  was  only  $4083. 
Total  expenses  were  $5351. 


Regarding  money,  Tom  Rebek  said  that  so  far  only  fourteen  people  had  signed 
up  for  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  Best  Western-TLC  in  Waltham,  Ann 
Bannister  questioned  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  prize  money  that  we  were  giving 
to  our  members;  Andrew  Kussman  noted  that  two  or  three  people  had  solicited  money 
for  awards  since  the  last  meeting. 


Nancy  Howell  reported  that  things  were  going  well  with  the  Open  Juried 
Rhode  Island  Show.  Andrew  said  that  six  merchandise  awards  were  already  in  place 
for  the  Rhode  Island  Show.  He  also  said  to  be  sure  to  mail  the  names  of  dono/%s  well 
as  refusals  to  Leila. 

Carol  Latanision  gave  a slide  updatefbn  the  R.l.  Show:  She  had  received  387 
slides  and  $4000  in  entry  fees  as  of  the  meeting.  Ann  Bannister  was  placing  an  ad  for 
the  show  in  Gallery  Guide,  not  in  Art  New  England. 


Cathy  Chin  reported  on  the  small  group  show  to  be  held  at  the  Southern 
Vermont  Art  Center  in  Manchester,  VT.  The  reception  will  be  held  on  June  7,  from 
three  to  five.  The  show  is  for  Vermont  and  N.H.  members  of  N.E.W.S. 

Tom  Rebek  suggested  that  the  date  and  hours  of  the  show  be  placed  in  the 
next  newsletter. 
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We  next  discussed  the  N.E.  Open  Juried  Show  of  Oct.  1998  to  be  held  at 
Concord  Art  Association.  Tom  said  that  the  rent  was  reduce^from  $1500  to  $500  and 
that  Cone.  Art  Assoc  . will  not  take  a percentage  of  our  entry  fees. 


Members  discussed  the  value  of  small  group  shows.  Tom  Rebek  thought 
that  members  should  be  encouraged  to  form  small  shows  where  they  paint  and  reside 
as  long  as  the  shpows  are  approved  by  N.E.W.S.  The  N.E.W.S.  name  can  help 
painters  to  be  shown  in  otherwise#  unavailable  galleries,  and  often  it’s  difficult  to  find 
space  for  larger  shows.  iutrri 

His  only  real  concern  about  a large  number  of  group  shows  is  the 
amount  of  energy  expended  by  board  members  on  these  shows  and  money  being 
taken  from  the  N.E.W.S.  funds.  /! 


Andrew  communicated  to  the  board  about  his  meeting  with  Virginia 
Avery  and  the  planners  of  the  Christmas  Show  to  be  held  at  the  Federal  reserve  Bank 
in  Dec.  ‘97.  There  will  be  no  reception,  and  no  cash  awards,  only  ribbons. 

The  board  discussed  where  to  get  jurors  - from  past  membership 
possibly,  and  talked  about  who  will  hang  the  show.  There  is  still  a question  about  this. 
The  dates  are  tentatively  changed  from  Dec  8 - Jan  2 to  installation  Dec.  2,3  and  4, 
and  the  show  will  close  Jan  2.  Pick-up  will  be  Jan  5th. 


Andrew  mentioned  the  Bruce  Sullivan  van  service  as  a possibility  for 
transport  of  paintings  to  theBoston  shows.  There  would  be  an  no  insurance;  signatures 
on  waivers  would  be  necessary  and  a probable  fee  for  the  service  would  be  $10. 

Gracia  discussed  the  value  of  the  Lifetime  Achievement  Award,  TeaiS- 
isEwhto  be  given  to  Loring  Coleman  at  the  annual  meeting/ Tom  went  through  the 
sequence  of  events  aj  the  March  16,  1997  meeting.  i/pCo  ^ >r  *) 


We  briefly  discussed  the  rules  for  reinstatement  of  former  N.E.W.S. 
embers,  finally  deciding  that  the  board  would  present  a proposal  to  the  membership 
at  the  annual  meeting.  The  proposed  rulyd  would  state  that  former  artist  members  who 
wish  to  regain  their  membership  in  N.E.W.S.  would  either  apply  as  would  new 
members,  or  pay  dues  equal  to  the  amount  that  they  missed  paying  during  their 
bsence  from  the  organization.  Perhaps,  it  was  suggested  by  Andrew,  there  should 
be  a limit  of  five  years’  dues  ( or  $250)  on  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  order  to  rejoin.

Tom  then  thanked  Joan  tor  being  such  a diligent  Treasurer  and  doing  the 
toughest  j cd  in  the  or g an i z a t i on . 

Tom  introduced  cur  six  new  members  and  gave  them  Certiticates  ot  Achievement. 
They  are  Phil  Bean,  Mike  Domina,  Frank  Federico,  Robert  Slorieux,  Elizabeth 
Haigis  and  Susan  Pecora-Ti 1 ton . Most  ot  them  were  present  to  tell  us  a little 
aoout  themselves.

NEWS  Members 
from  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  are  invited  to  participate.  An  entry  fee  of 
$15. 00  each  has  covered  all  the  expenses  and  fourteen  artists  are 
participating.  The  cpenning  reception  will  be  June  7th  from  3-5:00  p.m. 

John  Krenik  is  looking  into  a Cape  Cod  Satelite  show  in  Prov i nee  town . 

Chairperson  Ginny  Avery  reported  on  the  Members  Show  at  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  in  Cecc ember  of  1997.  She  has  met  with  her  committee  and  set  the  dates 
for  the  show,  which  will  run  from  Dec  Sth  through  Jan  2nd.  There  will  be 
awards,  but  no  reception,  and  there  will  be  gallery  talks  on  Wednesdays  at 
noon.  There  is  room  for  about  70  to  75  paintings,  as  the  bank  has  their 
Christmas  decorations  up.  Smaller  works  are  encouraged  to  keep  tnis  an  open 
members  show.  Its  a very  good  time  of  year  for  us,  as  the  bank  holds  many 
Holiday  functions  in  that  space.

The  1998  North  American  Open  Juried  at  the  Federal  Reserve  will  be  Chaired  by 
John  Krenik. 

The  1998  All  New  England  Juried  Show  at  the  Concord  Art  Association  in 
October,  will  be  Chaired  by  Gracia  Dayton. 

Tom  then  proposed  a change  in  The  NEWS  Constitution  Article  V,  fc?.  There  is 
currently  no  provision  to  reinstate  members  who  moved  away  and  then  return  to 
new  England  and  want  to  rejoin.  It  was  voted  unanimously  to  read  " A former 
member  may  seek  reinstatement  to  become  an  Artist  Member  by  either  a)  applying 
for  membership  as  a new  applicant  or  b)  paying  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual 
dues  for  each  year  since  membership  ended.1’ 

A NEWS  Library  and  Archives  has  been  established  by  Kathy  Chin,  who  spoke 
briefly  on  some  of  the  more  interesting  moments  in  NEWS  history. 

The  First  NEWS  Lifetime  Achievement  Award  was  presented  by  Tom  to  Loring 
Coleman.  Tom  introduced  Loring  by  outlining  some  of  his  many  achievements,  and 
then  presented  him  with  a beautiful  Tiffany  inscribed  plate.  Loring  gave  an 
amusing  talk  about  his  long  painting  career  and  spoke  very  fondly  of  the  NEWS 
of  wnicn  he  has  been  a member  for  46  years.

Minutes  of  MEWS  Annual  Meeting 
Sunday,  March  8,  1998,  11:00  a.m. 

Place;  Best  Western  TLC,  Waltham  Ma. 

Pres.  Tom  ReDek  welcomed  the  members,  associates  and  guests  and  outlined  the 
days  events.  He  then  acknowledged  the  current  Officers  and  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Secretary's  Minutes  of  the  March  16,  1997  meeting  were  read  and  accepted 
as  is. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  was  given  by  Joan  Griswold.  She  outlined  the  cost  of 
putting  on  shows,  particularly  the  Open  National  at  the  Federal  Reserve,  which 
costs  nearly  $20,000.  Our  balance  at  the  end  of  1997  was  $24,000  which  doesn't 
go  very  far.  She  drew  three  important  conclusions;  1.  We  can't  really  cut 
costs  any  more  than  we  have,  and  we  need  to  be  a lot  more  aggressive  with 
fundraising.  2.  We  cannot  afford  an  annual  national  show  at  this  time,  and  3. 
we  also  can't  afford  to  think  about  a permanent  building  at  this  time.  We  need 
to  build  up  our  funds. 

Gracia  Dayton  introduced  the  new  slate  of  Officers  for  the  1998-2000  term. 
They  are  as  follows;  President,  Andrew  Kusmin,  First  Vice  President,  John 
Krenik,  Second  Vice  President,  Kathy  Chin,  Treasurer,  Joan  Griswold, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Marcie  McManus,  and  Recording  Secretary,  Becky 
Haletky.  The  slate  was  approved  by  the  membership. 

Tom  turned  the  meeting  over  to  Andrew,  who  then  thanked  Tom  for  his  diligent 
work  as  President  and  presented  him  with  an  inscribed  silver  Revere  bowl  as  a 
token  of  our  appreciation.  Andrew  then  honored  Marshall  Joyce,  who  passed  away 
on  February  9th  at  the  age  of  86.  He  outlined  the  highlights  of  Marshall's 
long  career  as  a watercolor  painter. 

Andrew  then  spoke  of  his  goals  for  the  future  of  the  NEWS.  He  would  like  to 
enrich  our  tradition  by  building  the  membership  and  the  treasury.
